TUDENTS et Shakespeare are 
familiar. with the pathetic 
words of Richard the Second’s 
bla ueen: “Yet, wgain, methinks, 
some undorn sorrow, Tipe. in fore 
tune’s womb, is coming towards 
me. But what it is, that is not 
et known.” True exsough. her 
oe husband shortly afterwar 
lost his crown. and then his iife: 
yet ‘the Queen had had no reasons 
with which to support her fore- 
knowledge of impending disaster. 
Shakespeare’s lines in this con- 
jtext seem often to be <pt quota- 
tions to apply to the striking in- 
stances of premonition which can 
he read in newspapers almost dai- 
ly..
